HONER ASSAILS THE 


I I M R DEATHS 


Says He Might Have Saved 
Lives of Fourteen at 
Chicago. 


Chicago. III., Feb. 2T.—"You might 
have saved these fourteen lives." 


Coroner 
Peter M. Hoffman's 
face 
reddened and he shook his finger at 
Morris Feldman yesterday while the 
latter was testifying at the inquest into 
the deaths of the %'ictims of the West 
fourteenth place tenement house ex- 
p^losion. 
The inquiry was resumed in 
the Marcy Center Settlement house, 
1335 Newberry avenue. 


"I noticed gas escaping in the base- 
ment of the building at various times," 
Feldman had just testified. "Six weeks 
before the explosion occurred I noticed 
It. 
I reported it to the owner of the 
building. 
He hired a plumber, but I 
continued to smell the gas. 


Noticed Gas on Jan. 28. 


"On January 28 I noticed the gas 
stronger than ever. 
I told my wife to 
notify the owner of the building." 


"Didn't you notify him yourself?" 
demanded the coroner. 


"I told my wife to do it," replied 
Feldman. 


It was at this point that the coroner 
told Feldman he might ha^-e saved the 
victims. 


Mrs. Feldman, the janitor's wife, 
then testified that she repoi-ted the leak 
to the People's Gas Light and Coke 
company several times and that em- 
ployes of the company had tried to fix 
the pipe by stuffing soap into the leak 
and by wrapping tape around the pipe. 


Into^cated Man Blamed. 


She testified that the day before the 
explosion an intoxicated employe of 
the company appeared to fix the leak 
and that he talked roughly to her and 
never returned the keys she gave him 
to open the basement. 


"I don't know what he did or how 
long he stayed," she added. 


Mrs. Feldman 
laid stress on 
the 
point that she notified the gas com- 
pany every time her husband told her 
to report that gas was escaping. 
When 
she 
had 
finished 
Coroner Hoffman 
said: 


"All this goes to show the necessity 
of an ordinance compelling regular in- 
spection of all buildings in which gas 
meters have been installed." 


Mrs. Mary Lahotski, who escaped 
from the burning building with her 
seven children, testified to having no- 
ticed gas escaping in the basement a 
week or ten days before the explosion. 
She said she always complained to the 
janitor. 


When the afternoon session opened 
Coroner Hoffman continued the inquiry 
until 9 o'clock Wednesday morning to 
give the jurors a chance to view the 
scene of the blast.

First Time in His- 
tory, 


Indianapolis, Feb. 27.—For the first 
time in the history of Indiana a state 
deficiency fund, sufCiciently great to 
meet the demands of school corpora- 
tions appealing for aid, has been dis- 
tributed by the state superintendent, 
according to a report filed with the 
auditor of state by E. B. Sarber. dep- 
uty in the superintendent's office yes- 
terday. 
Heretofore the fund has been 
so small that it was pro-rated among 
the corporations needing assistance to 
continue their six or seven months' 
school term. 
This time, however, by 
granting the minimum demand and 
eliminating five claims held improper, 
the fund was made to cover the min- 
imum demand with less than enough 
money left to pay another day's ex- 
penses for schools in need. 


Schools of 140 corporations in twen- 
ty-six counties 
received $149,153.42. 
The amount available was $153,580.65 
with 145 school corporations appeal- 
ing. 
Five of the appeals were denied 
and the fund contains a balance of 
$4,427.23, which is less than enough 
to meet one dally wage expense of $4,- 
522.28. 


The counties receiving aid for their 
school corporations are Bartholomew, 
Bi-own, Clai'k, Clay, Crawford, Dear- 
born, Duboi.«, Floyd, Gibson, Greene, 
Harrison. 
Jackson, 
.Jefferson, 
Jen- 
nings, 
Lawrence, 
Martin, 
Monroe, 
Orange, Perrj', Pike, Scott, Switzer- 
land, Warrick and Washington. Each 
of the counties failed to raise enough 
money for school purposes to support 
their six or seven months' terms. 


The law provides that school corpor- 
ations maintaining six-months terms 
may receive aid if their 25 cent levy la 
insufficient to continue the terms and 
that corporations maintaining seven- 
month terms may receive aid If their 
40-cent levj' Is insufficient. 
Soine of 
the corporations, however, have made 
an effort to help themselves without 
drawing on the state deficiency fund 
by raising to the 50-cent limit. 
A law 
is proposed to increase the levy max- 
imum to 75 cents to meet the increased 
needs of schools. 
It has not been 
presented to the legislature.

before.

Cliicago wants" at 3

New York, Feb. 27.—Marine suiier- 
intendents of railroads with headquar- 
ters In this city- today considered plans 
for the speedy mobilization for gov- 
ernment use of the big fleet of steel 
constructed railroad tugs in New York 
waters. 
Many owners of yachts also 
prepared to put their craft Into com- 
mission 
immediately 
for 
patrolling, 
mine-sweeping, roine-laying and other 
auxiliai-y services for which the navy 
has not ships available. 


This was in response to the appeal 
of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, 
assistant 
secretary of the navy, in a speech here 
last night for 10,000 men and 750 small 
boats to assist, if need arose, in guard- 
ing the Atlantic coast. 
At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Roosevelt's speech 200 
representatives of every branch of the 
maritime interests of the harbor and 
the marine labor unions pledged their 
support to Rear Admiral Usher, com- 
mandant of the New York navy yard. 


"Co-operation between the na^'y de- 
partment and the maritime interests 
Is urgently 
needed 
to 
defend 
our 
coast," Mr. Roosevelt declared, add- 
ing: 
"Wo want action now, not a 
month from now. 
We shall need a 
number of merchant vessels, yet we 
do not want to Interfere in any way 
with the carrying on of our commerce. 
We want as many of our merchant 
ships as possible to go to the other side 
and It would be a national mistake 
to take over the vessels needed in that 
trade."

G-overnor Asks Sugar Plant- 


ers to Turn to Raising 
Vegetables. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Feb. 
20.— 
(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)—So serious is the question of 
food supply in Porto Rico that Gov. 
Yager this week called together tl^e 
sugar and other planters of the Islaml 
and urged them to devote a portion of 
their lands already under cultivation 
to the raising of beans and other vege- 
tables and fruits for home consump- 
tion. 


In the event of war in which 
the 
United States became involved the gov- 
ernor^told the planters that communi- 
cation between the islands and New 
York would be interrupted, paralyz- 
ing commerce and depriving the peop-a 
of necessities of life, almost 
all 
of 
which are now imported. He said that 
at present the prices of all staples were 
so high that it was next to Impossible 
for the poor man to live. 


Today, one week after calling of the 
first agricultui-al strike of the season, 
there are twenty-flve thousand cane 
field employes out, according to the po- 
lice, who report that five sugar cen- 
trals, most of them in the eastern sec- 
tion of the island, are now closed. 
So 
far there have been no disorders ac- 
cording to the police. 


The strikers are demanding | 1 and 
an eight hour day, the same demand 
made by them last year. Last year they 
compromised after an inci-ease 
had 
been granted them.

Mitchell Man Assigns No 
Reason for a Brutal 
Murder. 


Bedford, Ind., Feb. 27.—Earl Rich- 
ardson, 21 years old, son of George 
Richardson, of Mitchell, Is in jail here 
the confessed murderer of 
Donnell 
Edwards, 
the 14-year-old 
schoolboy 
whose body was found in an 'out-of- 
the-way road with the skull crushed 
and numerous knife cuts in his body, 
last Wednesday. 
Richardson was ar- 
rested Saturday on suspicion, having 
told numerous conflicting stories, and 
was brought to the Bedford Jail. 


Yesterday he made a confession to 
City Marshal Corbln, of Mitchell, and 
Deputy Sheriff Bowen and later to 
Prosecutor Woolery, the officers said. 
He admits the responsibility of the 
heinous crime, but has avoided 
all 
reference to his motive and refuses to 
give the officers any clew as to why 
hw committed the deed. 


He also admits that if he could have 
got hi» knife out he also would have 
killed Mrs. Cunningham and her 10- 
year-old daughter, who passed 
near 
the scene of the crime a little later 
hunting for wood. 
The story told by 
Mrs. Cunningham Jed to the'arrest of 
Richardson. 
Young Richardson 
has 
been a bad character about Mitchell. 
He will be taken to Jelfersonville for 
safekeeping. 
Eugene Lynn, the step- 
father of young Edwards, who was 
held as a suspect, has been released. 


Feeling at Mitchell has been high 
since the crime was committed and 
hundreds visited 
the 
scene 
of the 
murder Sunday.

Iiooked Upon as Serious. 


After the receipt of word that two 
American women and eight American 
negroes had lost their lives as the re- 
sult of the sinking of the Laconia, it 
was indicated in official quarters that 
no immediate action would be taken 
by President Wilson, but that renewed 
pressure would be brought to bear on 
congress to grant the additional au- 
thority requested by him yesterday. 
While official comment was withheld 
pending a full investigation, the La- 
conia incident was looked upon as 
serious. 


TWO AMERICANS DEAD. 


Bodies of Mrs. Hoy and Her Daugh- 
ter Arc Buried at 8ea. 


London, Feb. 
27.—^A Queenstown 
dispatch to the Daily Mail says that it 
is certain that Mrs. Hoy and 
her 
daughter, American passengers on the 
Laconia have lost their lives. 


United 
States 
Consul 
Frost 
at 
Queenstown 
has 
telegraphed 
the 
American embassy here that Mrs. Hoy 
and her daughter died of exposure and 
that their bodies were burled at sea. 
Consul Front's message reads: 


"Mrs. Mary Hoy and Miss Elizabeth 
Hoy, passengers on the Laconia died 
from exposure. 
Their bodies were 
buried at sea." 


Mrs. Hoy's husband. Dr. Albert H. 
Hoy, who is a civil war veteran, and 
her son. Austin Hoy, reside in L<ondon. 
The latter called at the embassy this 
morning and received a copy of the 
message from Consul Frost. 


As far as the embassy knows these 
two were the only Americans lost on 
the Itac'onla. 
The embassy's list of 
American passenger survivors Is as 
follows: 
E. H. Gibbons, Chicago Tri- 
bune; Mrs. F. E. Harris, wife of Col- 
onel Harris, U. S. A.; A. T. Kirby, New 
York, and Rev. Joseph Wareing, Bal- 
timore. 


A later telegram from Consul Frost 
gave the 
total 
number 
of persons 
landed from the Laconia as 281 out of 
294 on board. 
Of the thirteen lost, 
five were drowned and eight died from 
exposure and were burifed at sea. Six 
persons are in hospitals at Queens- 
town, the telegram said. 
Their con- 
dition is not serious. 


DOCTOK DESCRIBES ATTACK. 


Says Second Torpedo Was Fired With 
Life Boats Near Vessel. 


. Queenstown, Feb. 27.—Correct re- 
turns on those missing from the sunk- 
en Cunarder Laconia are not yet ob- 
tainable. although the Cunard staff is 
working on the list of crew and pas- 
sengers. 
Four passengers are among 
those sent 
to 
hospitals. 
Their in- 
juries are slight. 


Among the four is Dr. Hawke, a 
resident of San Francisco, who said 
he was playing a game of bridge in 
the ship's surgeon's room when 
he 
heard an awful 
crash 
and guessed 
that the ship had been attacked by a 
submarine. 
He said that the first 
torpedo struck the liner aft on the 
starboard side and every one made for 
the life preservers. 
The passengei-s 
had previously been instructed in boat 
drill and got into the boats without 
panic. 
Dr. Hawke said that all be- 
haved well and that the discipline was 
truly good. 
He continued: 


"The submarine returned after we 
had been in the boats and flred anoth- 
er torpedo, which put out the lights 
and was followed by a terrific explo- 
sion and the ship must have sunk soon 
after. 
The second torpedo, mind you, 
was fired, although the life boats were 
close to the vessel and the crew of the 
submarine could not have failed to 
see us as it was moonlight. 
It was 
about '9:30 p. m. on Sunday 
night 
when we took to the boats and about 
3 o'clock on the following morning 
when we were picked up." 


Dr. Hawke gave the highest praise 
to the behavior of the women and 
children and said that the captain and 
crew were marvelous. 
It appears that 
two boats reached Bantry with twen- 
ty-twc people, eight of the occupants 
having died from exposure. 
Among 
those saved was the singer. Miss Mit- 
zie Siklosl, of Paris. 
The bodies of 
the eight persons who died were con- 
signed to the deep. 
Among the La- 
conia's firemen were sixteen American 
negroes. 


CUNARD MNE'S REPORT.

An official of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road said the list of dead may exceed 
twenty as fourteen bodies have been 
recovered and .at least six are known 
to be dead in the wreck. 


Blame lYeight Engineer. 


At this time the railroad company 
is inclined to place the blame for the 
wreck on the engineer of the freight, 
A. T. Cook, of Harrisburg, who had a 
leg crushed. 
It was his duty, said an 
official, to get off his engine, walk 
ahead and look at a signal in' case of 
fog rather than run past it. 


Chester A. Minds, who with his fam- 
ily was killed, was a coal operator on 
the Clearfield region of Pennsylvania. 
He was traveling to Utlca, N. Y.. to 
attend the funeral of his wife's father. 
Minds was a football star on the Uni- 
versity of- Pennsylvania team and a 
brother of John M. Minds, a Phila- 
delphia attorney, some years ago a 
captain of the Pennsylvania team. 


The express is said to have arrived 
at Mount Union station twelve min- 
utes late with bi-ake trouble. 
It was 
held thero'while the trouble was rem- 
edied, it is declared, and the signal 
to start 
had been 
given 
when 
the 
"preference" freight crashed into the 
rear sleeper. 
Cook, the freight engi- 
neer who had only recentlj' been pro- 
moted to the throttle, it was said de- 
clared that the block signal'at "MU" 
tower, a mile and a half from Mount 
Union, showed white. Indicating a clear 
track. 
His 
fireman 
and 
brakeman, 
who were in the cab when the tower 
was passed, are reported to have told 
him it was green, which would indi- 
cate that another 
train 
was in the 
block. 
Wrecking 
crews and 
relief 
trains with physicians, nurses and all 
first aid equipment were rushed to the 
scene of the wreck within an 
hour 
after it happened. 


Near Earlier Wreck Scene. 


The wreck occurred within ten miles 
of the scene of the disastrous wreck 
at Warrior Ridge, six miles west of 
Huntingdon, 
a . few years ago. 
In 
that wreck an all steel train fell down 
the embankment to the bank of the 
Junlta river. 
Several were killed and 
many were Injured. 


Alongside of the express train 
at 
the station was an 
accommodation 
train 
carrying 
workmen 
from 
the 
Mount Union powder plant, and this 
train had barely moved 
away 
froni 
the 
station 
when 
the 
crash 
oc- 
curred. 
There were three sleepers at- 
tached to the Mercantile express all 
of steel construction. 
As the freight 
engine 
backed 
by a 
heavy 
train, 
plowed into the passenger train 
the 
rear coach of the latter telescoped the 
second 
passenger coach which 
was 
spilt asunder because of the terribla 
impact. 


Engine Welded to Car. 


The 
freight engine 
was 
literally 
welded to the passenger car. 
None 
of the 
passenger 
coaches 
left 
tha 
track but six of the freight cars, coal 
laden, were hurled down a forty foot 
embankment. 
Relief trains from Al- 
toona and Huntingdon bearing physi- 
cians, were hurred to the scene. 
Lit- 
tle headway could be made in reach- 
ing the dead and injured owing to tha 
three sleeping coaches 
being 
almost 
inextricably massed together. 


An 
examination 
of 
the 
wreck 
showed that the Bellwood, the third 
sleeper, had split apart and that tho 
car ahead was forced clear through it 
while the third car had plowed 
into 
the second car. 
Tbc telescoping of 
the car. it was said, was of such force 
and character that all 
those 
within 
the car Bellwood were made prisoners. 
The train crew and the uninjured pas- 
sengers were unable to reach theni to 
give aid to any that might have e'5- 
caped death. 


The wreck blocked tracks one and 
two and caused a shut down of traffic 
for several hours. 


Sleeper Cut in Twain. 


The 
passenger 
tram, 
which 
left 
i»itt8burg at 7 o'clock last night for 
New Vork and known as the Mercan- 
tile express, had stopped 
at 
Mount 
Union to discharge passengers and was 
testing the airbrakes when the colli- 
sion occurred. 
It carried four sleep- 
ers, two mail cars and a combination 
day coach. 
The freight ploughed into 
it with such force that the rear sleeper, 
the Bellwood, was completely cut in 
twain. 
Two other sleepers were part- 
ly telescoped, but aside from a terrific 
shaking up none of their occupants 
t^-as hurt. 
All were of steel construc- 
tion p.nd were 
wedged 
together -so 
tightly that it required several hours 
before workmen could extricate the 
bodies of the victims of the wreck. 


A. T. Cook, of Harrisburgh, engineer 
of the freight train, was the only one 
of the freight crew to sustain injuries. 
His engine and six cars were wreck • 1 
and derailed, several of the cars -ioing 
over an embankment. 


Relief Train is Sent. 


A relief train carrying railroad of- 
ficials, 
physicians 
and 
nurses 
was 
rushed to the scene from this city and 
G. W. Creighton, general superinten- 
dent left to conduct an investigation of 
tho cause of the wreck. 
The 
relic! 
train was pressed into service and to- 
gether with train No. 4 took the pa.s- 
scngers who escaped injury eastward. 
"Wrecking 
crews 
from

Mifflin and Denholm also were called 
out and it was necessary to raise two 
of the sleeping cars vertically befoio 
the killed could be reached. 


Every occupant of the rear sleeper 
ip believed to have been killed. It vaa 
the first time in three years that a pas- 
senger has been killed in a wreck on 
the Pennsylvania railroad. 


The ill-fated railroad train was the 
same one that was wrecked at Mexico, 
Pa., last August, when it ran into a 
stock train, killing three employes.

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The Step Nearer War. 


Presicleut Wilson's personal appeal to congress for authority to 
declare a stale of armed neutrality on the part of the United States 
toward the nnrestrietcd campaign of the German snbniarines is man- 
ifestly a step nearer war, aiid yet nothing is more clear than that the 
president still clings to liope, however forbidding the prospect, that 
actual clash with I he Teutonic empires may somehow be avoided. 
There was nothing of bluster, nothing of boDibast, in his address to 
tlic lawmakers. It was characterized by the same temperate restraint 
the president has manifested throughout the strain, and yet it Avas in 
no sense lacking iu directness or straightforwardness. There can be 
no mistaking the attitude or the detei-mination of President Wilson, 
yet he indulged in no jingoism and flaunted no defiance. Every word 
was manifestly Avcighcd, and the purpose is not to provoke hostilities, 
but to avert them. 


His request to congress was another instance in which changing 
developments of the European war have forced changed plans in 
dealing with contingencies as they arise. When the unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare was proclaimed and the United States severed dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany, it was the president's indicated pur- 
pose to await the dreaded "overt act"—the illegal attack on an Amer- 
ican ship—before making further move. Happily, whether by Ger- 
many's direction or by sheer good fortune, the "overt act" has not 
developed, unless the torpedoing of the Laconia, with the indicated 
loss of two or more American lives, shall be interpreted as constitut- 
ing that final straw. There was at least a grim suggestiveness in the 
fact that news of the sinking of the Cunarder reached the president 
as he was on his way to congress to deliver his appeal. 


But if no "overt act" intervened, the submarine decree has oper- 
ated as a virtual blockade of American ports, so far as traffic with 
Europe is concerjied. American ships whose rights to the use of the 
seas cannot be questioned in any quarter, are tied up at their docks 
rather than risk lives, ships and cargoes in the uncertainties of the 
U-boat peril. Manifestlj^ a continuation of this situation will become 
increasingly intolerable. It is to remedy this situation, and, in the 
larger sense, to uphold usages, laws and traditions everywhere accept- 
ed x)rior to the European war that President AVilson has taken such 
new step as seems to him clearly justified under the circumstances. It 
is nut war, and it may not become war. There is precedent for the 
li.ope that it will not so develop. In the meantime the counsel of a 
patriotism that shall be calm while it is devoted is still the best guide 
for the American people. 


Today marks the official opening of the big drive to secure five 
thousand members of the American Red Cross in Fort Wayne within 
the present week, and it should not on any account be allowed to fail. 
Membership of this world-wide organization is lamentably small in 
the United States, but the fact is due,, we think solely because 
the people have not been thoroughly awakened either to the need for 
it or to the bcneficcnt ministrations the Red Cross makes possible not 
alone in war, but in time of other disaster as well. Those who affiliate 
with the Fort Wayne chapter need be under no fear they are obligat- 
ing themselves for service outside the city, but their membership will 
help tremendously in making effective the work of others who respond 
to the call for personal work. Do not fail to ally yourself with the 
Red Cross. 


The interstate commerce commission declares that painstaking in- 
vestigation convinces it that there is nowhere in the country an ac- 
tual shortage of either foodstuffs or fuel. The American Railway as- 
sociation is out with the positive pronouncement that advanced prices 
are in no wise fairly chargeable to freight congestion. Still, the man 
who wants freight and can't get it and the citizen who is paying soar- 
ing prices for provender is having difficulty in convincing himself 
that this whole thing is nothing more than a figment of pure imagina- 
tion. 


By the narrow margin of two votes the excise tax bill for which 
Governor Goodrich is standing sponsor was saved from defeat in the 
state senate yesterday on the vote making it a special order for con- 
sideration late today. Still, in view of the rocky road the measure has 
been traveling, the governor is no doubt prepared to regard even two 
votes as no slouch of a victory, even as a temporary vistory. 


That Union City woman's discovery of a gold ring deeply imbed- 
ded in a lump of coal is now expected to lead to hopeful analysis of 
the interior of potatoes, onions and cabbage. Anything may happen, 
nowadays.

Professor Hans Delbrueck, 
head 
of 
the department of history in Berlin 
university and also an Influential pub- 
licist with a large following in his ca- 
pacity as editor of Preussische .Jahn-

"For the great body of the German 
peoples," he said, "the intensified sub- 
inarine ^^rfare has never been any-

"But the test of good faith was ap- 
plied by America to both the German 
and English claims of acting only in 
reprisa. 
The joint note of February, 
1915, asked both parties to forgo the 
practice.

Sheriff Gillie was not told of 
the tnyaterious disappearance of the 
child until Tuesday morning, he says. 


Theodore Baker and Charles Mc- 
Carley. two Woodburn 
citizens, say 
that they saw John Koehler in AVood- 
1;>urn in a racing automobile about the 
time the girl is supposed 
to have been 
spirited away. 
Baker, who says he 
knows Koehler quite well, .says that he 
is sure that Koehler was driving the 
n^achine which whirled through Wood- 
burn at high speed, shortly after 1 
o'clock. 
Baker does not know whether 
thei'e was another occupant in the car. 


Koehler Makes Denial. 


Koehler was in Fort Wayne later on 
Monday afternoon. He was at his place 
of business on Tuesday. 
He refuses to 
discuss the subject, but says that he 
did not take the child from the Wood- 
burn school. 


Ike Doll'irhite. farmer, grandf-^ther 
of the girl, who lived at tlie edge of 
"Woodburn and who was given custody 
ot the child by .Judge Eggeman, is 
unable to give information a.-? to where 
Imogenc may have been taken. 


"I am sure she was stolen. 
I thin?-c 
Koehler had a part in it. 
T do not 
know v>-here 
ahe could 
have been 
taken," said Dollarhite, when ques- 
ioned by ofOcers. 


Prof, .T. O. Reubolt. German teacher 
in the "Woodburn school, the last per- 
eun known to have seen the child. Is 
unable to say what became of her after 
she walked 
from 
the 
school room, 
M'ithout his permission Monday after- 
noon. 


"She was standing at the 
black- 
l>uard." Keubolt said. 
"All at once 
Hhe laved down her chalk and walked 
out at the front door.

They state that a woman 
called Imogene from the school room 
and asked her to take a walk, a little 
over a week ago. 
Imogene refused to 
accompany the woman, who she said 
was a stranger to her. 


If the girl 
is found 
she will be

Through his attorney effoi-ts were 
made to show the court that Rice had 
been the man that had "cleaned" the 
bunch, and because Rice was afraid 
that his wife might be'angry because 
he had played dice that the money 
was given Jackson for safekeeping. 


Jackson has been in prison before 
on robbery and burglai-y charges. 
He 
was disoharged from the Indiana state 
prison June 30, 1914, after serving a 
year for burglary committed in Evans^ 
ville. 
He also was committed to the 
prison at Nashville, Tenn., on June 
25, 1908, for a period of eleven months 
and twenty-nine days.

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Athletes Make Good Soldiers According to Active Head of Army 


"Go Into Athletics" Is the 
Advice ofMajor General Wood 


Amy Leader Points Out 
Military Benefits of 
Sports. 


BY FREDERICK M. KERBY. 


Ciovemor's Island, X. T., Feb. 27.—"Get 
into the same!" 


That is the advice to Young America 
from atajor General Leonard Wood, com- 
mander of the department of the east of 
the United 
States a r w , 
when 
asked 
about the value of athletics in connection 
with national preparedness. 


Sitting in the headquarters office bn 
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Governor's Island, General Wood con- 
sented to take the time from hi.s busy 
morning' to tell the boys of America what 
he thinks about sports and their relation 
to military preparedness and a 
strong 
nation. 


"Athletic training," said General Wood, 
"is naturally a part of military traininff. 
They go hand In hand. 
Sound military 
training involves systematic, careful ath- 
letic work; work which tends to turn out 
a well balanced physical man; one capable 
of standing the hard strains of military 
service. 


"Games—running, jumping, swimming, 
walking, 
throwing 
weights, 
carrying 
weights—all 
are conducive 
to military 
preparedness in that they give 
better 
bodies on which to build military train- 
ing. 


"That 
why, in the army, athletics and 
games play such a large part. 
But mili- 
tary training should really be preceded 
by physical development, commencing, as 
It does in Switzerland, at the age of 7 
In tlie public schools. 


"Such training 
for the 
young boys 
should, of course, be very moderate at 
first, but gradually increasing in scope so 
that when the boy reaches the military 
age in his 20th year, he is a well-developed 
physical specimen, and everything 
has 
been done which can be done to correct 
physical shortcomings and defects. 


"Military training means physical train- 
ing, and it is here that well-selected sport 
plays such an important part in military 
preparedness. 
It helps put the young- 
Bters In shape for the training which they 
are later to receive. 
It also builds up 
pluck, endurance, and that thorough co- 
jrdination of mind and muscle which the 
xalned athlete must of necessity possess, 
ind which gives a man that control over 
ais body which Is so essential for proper 
physical training." 


"Suppose, general," I asked, "that every 
ooy in the public schools should receive 
aniversal training in athletics as a pre- 
liminary and part of universal military 
training. 
What do you anticipate would 
be the effect on the nation?" 


"It would be a first-rate thing. It would 
Bnquestionably mean 
a better 
race— 


physically and morally—and a better race 
eeoDomically, and consequently a more 
efficient nation. 


"Valuable as our 
sports are now to 
those who engage in them, they are lack- 
ing to the extent that they tend to turn 
out a comparatively few trained athletes. 


"If, on the other hand, every boj' in 
school, as part of his training course, be- 
came a member of every team in school; 
engaged in baseball, football, swimming, 
jumping, running, and all other gamies, 
as a matter of course, there would be 
none of that feellnsr of Inferiority which 
keeps many boys back from joining in 
.«nort.e. 


"There would be dozens of boys no 
more e:;pert titan the next one; some boys 
leaders at one game, would have to be 
follcwei? at another; everybody would 
take part, and ihe benefit would be uni- 
versal. 
In the end, such a system would 
turn out a body of young men, strong, 
clean, alert, trained, and ready, If needed, 
for their country's call. 


"Wit'i such a body of young men, with 
bodies and minds already prepared, the 
purely military training could be quickly 
taught. 


"There is nothing better than athletics 
as a means to national training; and the 
more universal 'sucii sports and training 
can become, the better for the nation."

"Six weeks 
before the explosion occurred I noticed 
It. I reported it to the owner of the 
building. 
He hired a plumber, but I 


continued to smell the gas. 


Noticed Gas on Jan. 28. 


"On January 28 I noticed the gas 


stronger than e\'er. I told my wife to 
notify the owner of the building:." 


"Didn't you notify him yourself?" 


demanded the coroner. 


"I told my wife to do it," replied 


Feldman. 


It was at this point that the coroner 


told Feldman he might have saved the 
victims. 
- Mr.". Feldman. the janitor's wife, 
then testified that she reported the leak 
to the People's Gas Light and Coke 
company several times and that em- 
ployes of the company had tried to fix 
the pipe by stuffing soap into the leak 
and by wrapping tape around the pipe. 


Intoxicated Man Blamed. 


She testified that the day before the 


explosion an intoxicated employe of 
the company appeared to fix the leak 
and that he talked roughly to her and 
never returned the keys she gave him 
to open the basement. 


"I don't know what he did or how 


long he stayed." she added. 


Mrs. Feldman laid stress on the 


point that she notified the gas com- 
pany every time her husband told her 
to report that pas was escaping. When 
she 
had finished Coroner Hoffman 
said: 


"All this goes to show the necessity 


of an ordinance compelling regular in- 
spection of all buildings in which gas 
meters have been Installed." 


Sirs. Mary Lahotsld. who escaped 


from the burning building with her 
seven children, testified to having no- 
ticed gas escaping in the basement a 
week or ten days before the explosion. 
She said she always complained to the 
Janitor. 


"When the afternoon session opened 


Coroner Hoffman continued the Inquiry 
until 9 o'clock Wednesday morning to 
glvo the jurors a chance to view tho 
scene of the blast. 


STATE MEETS APPEAL 


Ample Deficiency Fund for 


First Time in His- 


tory. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 27.—For the first 


time in the history of Indiana a state 
deficiency fund, sufficiently great to 
meet the demands of school corpora- 
tions appealing for aid, has been dis- 
tributed by the state superintendent, 
according to a report filed with the 
auditor of state by E. B. Sarber, dep- 
uty in the superintendent's office yes- 
terday. Heretofore the fund has been 
so small that it was pro-rated among 
the corporations needing assistance to 


j continut) their six or seven months' 
school term. This time, however, by 
granting the minimum demand and 
eliminating five claims held improper, 
the fund was made to cover the min- 
imum demand with less than enough 
money left to pay another day's ex- 
penses for schools in need. 


Schools of 140 corporations in twen- 


ty-six counties received '$149,153.42. 
The amount available was $153,580.05 
with 145 school corporations appeal- 
Ing. Five of the appeals were denied 
and tile fund contains a balance of 
$4,427.23, which is less than enough 
to meet one daily wage expense of $4,- 
522.2K.

Queenstown, Feb. 27.—Correct re- 


turns on those missing from the sunk- 
en Cunarder Laconia are not yet ob- 
tainable, although tho Cunard start la 
working on the list of crew and pas- 
sengers. Four passengers arc among 
those sent 
to 
hospitals. Their in- 


juries arc slight. 


Among the four is Dr. Hawke, a 


resident of San Francisco, who said 
he was playing a game of bridge in 
the ship's surgeon's room when ho 
heard an awful crash 
and guessed 


that the ship had been attacked by a 
submarine. 
He said that the first 


torpedo struck the liner aft on the 
starboard side and every one made for 
tho life preservers. 
The passengers 


had previously been instructed in boat 
drill and got into the boats without 
panic. 
Dr. Hawke said that all be- 


haved well and that the discipline was 
truly good. 
He continued: 


"The submarine returned after we 


had been in the boats and fired anoth- 
er torpedo, which put out tho lights 
and was followed by a terrific explo- 
sion and the ship must have sunk soon 
after. 
The second torpedo, mind you. 


was fired, although the life boats were 
close to tho vessel and the crew of the 
submarine could • not have failed to 
see us as It was moonlight. It was 
about 9:30 p. m. ^on Sunday night 
when we took to trio boats and about 
3 o'clock on the following morning 
when we were picked up." 


Dr. Hawke gave the highest praise 


to the behavior of the women and 
children and said that the captain and 
cre\v were marvelous. It appears that 
two boats reached Bantry with twen- 
ty-twt people, eight of the 'occupants 
-having died from exposure. 
Among 


those saved was tho singer, Miss Mit- 
zie Siklosi, of Paris. 
The bodies of 


tho eight persons who died were con- 
signed to the deep. Among the La- 
conia's firemen were sixteen American 
negroes.

The bodies of a man believed to bs 


from Blomington, 111., and two women 
have not been identified. 
One of the 


women is believed to have been Mrs. 
Mind's maid. 


An official of the Pennsylvania rail- 


road said the list of dead may exceed 
twenty as fourteen bodies have been 
recovered and at least six are known 
to be dead In the wreck. 


Blame Freight Engineer. 


At this time the railroad companj 


is inclined to place the blame for tha 
wreck on the engineer of the freight, 
A. T. Cook, of Harrisburg, who had a 
leg crushed. It was his duty, said an 
official, to get oft his engine, walk 
ahead and look at a signal in case of 
fog rather than run past it. 


Chester A. Minds, who with his fam- 


ily was killed, was a coal operator on 
the Clearfield region of Pennsylvania. 
He was traveling to trtica. N. T-, to 
attend the funeral of his wife's father. 
Minds was a football star on the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania team and a 
brother of John M. Minds, a Phila- 
delphia attorney, some years ago & 
captain of the Pennsylvania team. 


The express is said to have arrived 


at Mount Union station twelve min- 
utes late with brake trouble. It was 
held there while the trouble was rem- 
edied, it is declared, and the signal 
to start had been given when the 
"preference" freight crashed into tha 
rear sleeper. Cook, the freight engi- 
neer who had only recently been pro- 
moted to the throttle, it was said de- 
clared that the block signal at "MU" 
tower, a mile and a half from Mount 
Union, showed white, indicating a clear 
track. 
Hia fireman and brakeman, 


who were in the cab when the tower 
was passed, are reported to hawe told 
him it was green, whlcn would Indi- 
cate that another train was in the 
block. 
Wrecking crews and relief 


trains with physicians, nurses and all 
first aid equipment were rushed to tha 
scene of the wreck within an hour 
after It happened. 


Near Earlier Wreck Scene. 


The wreck occurred within ten miles 


of the scene of the disastrous wreck 
at Warrior Ridge, six miles west of 
Huntingdon, a few years ago. 
In 


that .wreck an all steel train fell down 
the embankment to the bank of tho" 
Junlta river. Several were killed and 
many were injured. 


Alongside of the express train at 


the station was on 
accommodation 


train carrying workmen from the 
Mount Union powder plant, and this 
train had barely moved away 
from, 


the 
station 
when 
the crash oc- 


curred. There were three sleepers at- 
tached to the Mercantile express all 
of steel construction. As the freight 
engine 
backed 
by a heavy train, 


plowed into the passenger train tha 
rear coach of the latter telescoped tho 
second passenger coach which was 
split asunder because of the terrlblo 
impact. 


Engine WoUlcrt to Cnr. 


The 
freight engine was literally 


welded to tho passenger car. 
None 


of the passenger coaches left the 
track but six of tho freight cars, coal 
laden, were hurled down a forty foof 
embankment. Relief trains from Al- 
toona and Huntingdon bearing physi- 
cians, were burred to the scene. Lit- 
tle headway could bo made In reach- 
Ing tho dead and injured owing to the 
three sleeping coachos being almost 
inextricably massed together. 


An examination 
of 'the 
wreck 


showed that the Bellwood, tho third 
sleeper, had split apart and that tho 
car ahead was forced clear through it 
while the third car had plowed Into 
the second cur. 
Tbo telescoping of 


the car, it was said, was of such forca 
and character that all those within 
the car Bellwood were made prisoners. 
Tho train crew and the uninjured pas- 
sengers were unable to reach them to 
give aid to any that might have es- 
caped death. 


The wreck blocked tracks one and 


two and caused a shut down of traffic 
for several hours. 


Sleeper Cut in Twain. 


The passenger train, which 
left 


Pittsburg at 7 o'clock last night for 
New York and known as the Mercan- 
tile express, had stopped at Mount 
Union to discharge passengers and was 
testing tho airbrakes when the colli- 
sion occurred. It carried four sleep- 
ers, two mail'cars and a combination 
day coach. The freight ploughed Into 
it with such force that the rear sleeper, 
the Bellwood, was completely cut in 
twain. Two other sleepers were part- 
ly telescoped, but aside from a terrific 
shaking up none of their occupants 
was hurt. All were of steel construc- 
tion and were wedged together HO 
tightly that It required several hours 
before workmen could extricate the 
bodies of the victims of the wreck. 


A. T. Cook, of Harrlsburgh, engineer 


of the freight train, -was the only one 
of the freight crew to sustain injuries. 
His engine and six cars were wreck -J 
and derailed, several of the cars jroinij 
over an embankment. 


Relief Train is Sent. 


A relief train carrying railroad of- 


ficials, physicians and 
nurses was 


rushed to the scene from this city and 
G. W. Creighton, general superinten- 
dent left to conduct an investigation of 
the cause of the wreck. 
The relief 


train was pressed into service and to- 
gether with train No. 4 took the pas- 
sengers who escaped injury eastward. 
"Wrecking crews 
from 
Huntington, 


Mifflin and Denholm also were called 
out and it was necessary to raise two 
of the sleeping cars vertically beforo 
the killed could be reached. 


Every occupant of the rear sleeper 


is believed to have been killed. It was 
the first time In three years that a pas- 
senger has been killed in'a wreck on 
the Pennsylvania railroad. 


The ill-fated railroad train was tha 


same one that was wrecked at Mexico, 
Pa., last August, when it ran into a 
stock train, killing three employes.

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The Step Nearer War. 


President. Wilson's personal appeal to congress for authority to 


declare a state of armed neutrality on the part of the United States 
toward the unrestricted campaign of the German submarines is man- 
ifestly a step nearer war, and yet nothing is more dear than lhat the 


. president still clings to hope, however forbidding the prospect, that 


actual clash with the Teutonic empires may somehow be avoided. 
There was nothing of bluster, nothing of bombast, in his address to 
the lawmakers. Tt, was characterized by the same temperate restraint 
the president has manifested throughout the strain, and yet it was in 
no seiiso lacking in directness or straightforwardness. There can be 
no mistaking the attitude or the determination of President Wilson, 
yet he indulged in no jingoism and flaunted no defiance,. Every word 
was manifestly weighed, and the purpose is not to provoke hostilities, 
but to avert tjiem. 


His request to congress was another instance in which changing 


developments of the European war have forced changed plans in 
dealing with contingencies as they arise. When the unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare was proclaimed and the United States severed dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany, it was the president "s indicated pur- 


- pose to await the dreaded "overt act"—the illegal attack on an Amer- 


ican ship—before making further move. Happily, whether by Gcr- 


' many's direction or by sheer good fortune, the "overt act" lias not 
developed, unless the torpedoing of the Laeonia, with the indicated 


- loss of two or more American Jives, shall be interpreted as constitut- 


ing that final straw. There was at least a grim sucrgcstivencss in the 


, fact that news of the sinking of the Cunarder reached the presidcut 


as he was on his way to congress to deliver his appeal. 


But if no "overt act" intervened, the submarine decree has oper- 


ated as a virtual blockade of American ports, so far as traffic with 


,!. Europe is concerned. American ships whose rights to the use of the 


seas cannot be questioned in any quarter, are tied up at their docks 


;. rather than risk lives, ships and cargoes in the uncertainties of the 
•; U-boat peril. Manifestly a continuation of this situation will become 


increasingly intolerable. It is to remedy this situation, and, in the 
larger sense, to uphold usages, laws and traditions everywhere accept- 


• 
ed prior to the European war that President Wilson has taken such 


• 
new step as seems to him clearly justified under the circumstances. It 


.. is nut war, and it may not become war. There is precedent for the 


hope that it will not so develop. In the meantime the counsel of a 


„ patriotism that shall be calm while it is devoted is still the best guide 
' for the American people. 


Today marks the official opening of the big drive to secure five 


thousand members of the American .Red Cross in Fort Wayne within 
the present, week, and it should not on any account be allowed to fail. 
Membership of this world-wide organization is lamentably small in 
the United States, but the fact is due,, we think solely because 
the people have not, been thoroughly awakened either to the need for 
it or to the beneficent ministrations the Bed Cross makes possible not 
alone in war, but in time of other disaster as well. Those who affiliate 
with the Fort Wayne chapter need be under no fear they arc obligat- 
ing themselves for service outside the city, but their membership will 
help tremendously in making effective the work of others who respond 
to the call for personal work. Do not fail to ally yourself with the 
Red Cross.

Deputies of Sheriff Gillie are .scour- 


ing the country in an effort to locate 
little Imogene Myers, 14. prosecuting 
witness in the case of John H. Koeh- 
ler, saloon manager, charged with 
criminal assault on the child. The girl 
walked from the school room of the

o'clock Monday afternoon, when ap- 
prehension was felt as to absence of 
the £irl. Sheriff Gillie was not told of 
the mysterious disappearance of the 
child until Tuesday morning, he says. 


Theodore Baker and Charles Mc- 


Carley, two Woodburn citizens, say 
that they saw John Koehler in Wood- 
burn in a racing automobile about the 
time the girl is supposed to have been 
spirited away. Baker, who says he 
knows Koehler quite well, says that he 
is sure that Koehler was driving the 
machine which whirled through Wood- 
^ 
burn at high speed, shortly after 1 
o'clock. Baker does not know whether 
there was another occupant in the car. 


Koehler Makes Denial. 


Koehler was In Fort Wayne later on 


Monday afternoon. He was at his place 
of business on Tuesday. He refuses to 
discuss the subject, but says that he 
did not take the child from the Wood- 
burn school. 


Ike Dollarhite. farmer, grandfather 


of the girl, who lived at the edge of 
Woodburn and who was given custody 
<it the child by Judge Eggeman, is 
unable to give Information as to where 
Imbgenc may have been taken. 


"I am sure she was stolen. I think 


Koehler had a part in it. I do not 
know where she could 
have been 


taken." said Dollarhite, when ques- 
loned by officers.

Indicted by Grand Jury. 


ICochlcr was indicted by the recent

Woodburn citizens say there was an 


attempt before Monday to spirit tho 
girl away. They state that a woman 
called Tmogcnc from the school room 
and nsked her to take a walk, a little 
over a week ago. Imogene refused to 
accompany the woman, who she said 
was a stranger to her. 


If the girl is found she will be 


placed in charge of the juvenile court 
and strict watch maintained as to her 
whereabouts until time for the trial.

Governor's Island. General Wood con- 
tented to tnlco the time from his hupy 
mornlnc to tell the lioys of America what 
he thinks about sports and their relation 
to military preparedness and a stronp 
nation. 


"Athletic tr.iinln.cr." snld General Wood, 


"is naturally a part of military tralnlnir. 
They go hand In hand. Sound military 
training involves systematic, careful ath- 
letic work; work which tends to turn out 
a well balanced physical man; one capable 
of standing the hard strains of inilitary 
ficrvict-. 


"Games—running, jumplnc. swimming:, 


walking, 
throwlnc 
weights, 
carrying 


weights—ail are conducive to military 
preparedness in that they prlvo better 
bodies on which to build military traln- 
Inp. 


"That Is why. in the army, athletics and 


games play such a large part. But mili- 
tary training should really be preceded 
by physical development, commencing, as 
It does in Switzerland, at the age of 7 
In the public schools. 


"Such training 
for the 
yonnc boys 


Fhould. of course, be very moderate at 
first, but gradually inci-e.-mins in scone so 
that when the !>oy reaches the military 
D£e in his 20th j oar, he is a well-developed 
physical specimen, and everything- has 
heftn done which can be done to correct 
physical shortcomings and defects. 


"Military training means physical train- 


ing, and it is here that well-selected sport 
plays sucli an important part in military 
preparedness. 
It helps put tho young- 


sters in shape for the training which they 
are later to receive. It also builds up 
pluck, endurance, and that thorough oo- 
jrdination of mind and muscle which the 
drained athlete must of necessity possess, 
ind which elves a man that control over 
Sis body which Is so essential for proper 
physical training." 


"Suppose, general," I asked, "that every 


joy In the public schools should receive 
iniversal training In athletics as a pre- 
liminary and part of universal military 
training. What do you anticipate would 
oe the effect on the nation?" 


"It would be a flrst-rate thing. It would 


anfiuestionably mean 
a better 
race— 


Physically and morally—and a. better race 
economically, and consequently a. more 
efficient nation. 


"Valuable as our sports are now to 


those who engage in them, they are lack- 
ing to the extent that they tend to turn 
out a comparatively few trained athletes. 


"If. on the otber hand, every boy in 


school, as part of his training course, be- 
came a- member of every team in school; 
enpiced in bnsebnll, football, stvlmmlnp. 
jumping, running, and all other games. 
as a matter of course, there would be 
none of thnt fecllus of Inferiority which 
liecps many boys back from joining in- 
spnris. 


'•There would be dozens of boys no 


more i-xpprt than tln> next one: some boys 
loaders at ono Rarne. would havo to be 
foil..WITS .it another: everybody would 
•t.-iko p.-.rt. rind the benefit would bo uni- 
versal. In the end, such a system would 
turn out a body of young men. strong, 
clean, alert, trained, and ready. If needed, 
for tln-ir country's call. 


"\Vlth such a body of young: men. with 


bodies and minds alrendy prepared, the 
purely military training could be quickly 
taught. 


"There Is nothing bolter than athletics 


as a means to national training; and the 
more universal such sports and trainlns 
can become, tho better for the nation."

As usual the advanced price of corn

The prices paid ranged from US 
cents to 51.0C per bushel, but the corn 
that sold for the bottom price was in 
miserable condition and not worth what 
was paid (or it. 
It was the first few

top price and the remainder averaged 3 
to 4 cents over the dollar. 


Wheat is reported as being steady and 


during the morning Tuesday there were 
no indications which pointed to a change. 
All other products offered for sale were 
sold at the same prices which held Mon- 
day. Nineteen loads of hay were weighed 
at tlie city scales and sold at 510.00 anil 
Jli.OO and three loads of oats brought 65 
and 57 cents. The hay is not nearly as 
plentiful as it has been in the last two 
weeks.
